8:44. To the Pharisees He said, 
“Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye 
will do.

It is only by 
lying that Satan gets peopie to 
go his way toward death. Murder 
is his object, the lie is his method.

it will end! Satan’s ways all start 
sweet but end bitter.. Satan's 
promises all sound good but are 
a lie. Satan’s pleasures all end in 
sorrow. Satan’s riches all end in 
poverty. Sin’s ways end in death!

I pleaded with him per- 
sonally to take the Saviour but 
he would not. Although he was a 
middie-aged man, he decided to 
risk it longer on Satan’s side and 
turn down the Saviour. He lost 
his life by starting in his car 
down the hill without looking 
ahead. But he lost his poor soul 
forever because he turned down 
Jesus and neglected his opportun- 
ity without looking ahead to see 
where it would end!

fundamentalism. Those who hold | 
such a view have not explained | 
what they mean by this term, If | 
they mean what the plain lan-| 
guage would seem to. indicate, 
then they show either ignorance 
or dishonesty. 

Fundamentalism is the Bible 
norm of Christianity. It repre- 
sents belief in certain doctrines, 
without which the Bible could 
not have eitger unity nor author- 
ity. This unity and authority 
must be compatible with its own 
nature, and therefore divine, eter- 
nal, and unchangeable, because 
that is what it claims for its 
contents. 

This is no arbitrary definition. 
It is the framework upon which 


the whole revelatory structure is 
built.

I want us to consider some of 
the links between the written and 
the living Word of God. Our medli- 


tation may therefore be entitled

TURES. We know from our own 


experience, and this is why we are 
so anxious to spread the Bible,

Jesus Christ, and when we are 
brought to Him, we find that He 
brings us to the Book. “In the vol- 
ume of the book it is written of 
me.” There is only one Book, and 
there is only one Person. The Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, is 
the center of the diviae revela- 
tion. The promises ofthe first 
chapters of Genesis center in 
Christ as also the ultimate ful- 
fillment of the purpose of God re- 
vealed in the Book of the Revela- 
tion.

He Knew the Scriptures 


First of all, as I read the story 
of the life of the Lord Jesus, I find 
that He knew the Scriptures, In 
His twelfth year He could converse 
freely with the scribes and doc- 
tors of His day. What was the 
topic of their engrossing conversa- 
tion? Obviously the Scriptures, the 
Old Testament which was the 
whole Bible of His day. Jesus, even 
as a boy, Knew them. After the 
silent vears of Nazareth, He comes

into the open, and after His bap- 
tism, He is led into the wilderness 
and there exnerienced the tempta- 
tion. Here in the loneliness the

In the early part of His minis- 
try, in the Sermon on the Mount, 
He refers to the writings of Moses 
again and again.

The scribes knew every 
letter and every word—so much 
so, that when re-writing or trans-

The Fundamentalist Move- 
ment Emerged to Defead 


Fundamental Doctrine 


It is necessary to point out that 
the term “FUNDAMENTALISM” 


includes a “doctrine” for one 
thing, and a “movement” for an- 
other. We shall try to define both. 
The first doctrine is the setting 
forth of those Bible truths which 
indicate the unity and authority 
of the Word of God to the indi- 


vidual believer; this may be in 
keeping with his religious body, 
the church, or it may be a private 
matter. It may be a set of doc- 
trines. which may accept or 
reject. 

Of this second phase Dr. C. E. 
Tulga says:

The movement has expressed it- 
self! in interdenominational _ or- 
ganizations, congresses, confer- 
ences, publications, and some- 
times by denominational support. 
Essentially it does not lend itself 
to denomination-making because 


it does not deal with church poli- 


ty or the differences which divide 
evangelical bodies. which do not 
effect the fundamentals, although 


there are denominations using the 
name. 

As a movement, fundamental- 
ism is an organism expressing its 
position for something and also 
something. It must do 


' both of what it is committed to, 


for THE BIBLE is clear on its 
| demands. 
The beginning of the present- 


‘day fundamentalist. movement 
Einighoonsd was the Niagara: group 
n 1895 which formulated a five- 
ora statement of doctrine.

Suicides in America 

Unbelievable as it may seem, 
there is at least one attempt at 
suicide made in the United States 
during every minute of the day 
and night around the clock. This 
means there are approximately 
1,440 suicide attempts every 
twenty-four hours, about 525,600 
suicide attempts per year, just in 
the United States of America. Out 
of this number of attempts, ap- 
proximately 15,000 per year are 
successful. 

Dr. Edwin S. Schneiderman of 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia and Dr. Norman L. Far- 
berow of UCLA spent three years 
compiling a book of facts about 
American suicides, now published 
in a book titled, Clues to Suicide. 
Of the successful suicides, almost 
one-half are within ninety days 
of a first, unsuccessful attempt. 
They stated, “The final act occurs 
more frequently when the patient 
seems to be on the way to re- 
covery.” The most common sui- 
cide age is between 49 and _ 50, 
usually among the single, widowed 
or divorced. Males attempt sui- 
cide three times as often as fe- 
males, and the majority of suicide 
attempts come from the so-called 
privileged groups, not those in the 
lower income brackets. 

The greatest preventative for 
suicide, of course, is a personal, 
intimate relationship with Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God. He and He 
alone can and does make life 
worth living for those who follow 
Him, Isaiah 26:3 expresses it, 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on 
thee: because he trusteth in thee.” 
And Philippians 4:7 promises for 
the individual who in everything 
by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving makes his request 
known unto God, “And the peace 
of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus.” 


Love Unappreciated and 
Unrealized 

For over six years Mrs. Harold 
Stowe of Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
has manifested unselfish and sac- 
rificial love toward her husband, 
yet he apparently has not been 
conscious of a single thing she has 
done. It was that long ago that 
Stowe, an auto shop foreman, 
Baptist deacon and Sunday School 
teacher, suffered a ruptured blood 
vessel which caused _ sufficient . 
loss of blood to damage his en- 
tire system beyond repair. All the 
ensuing time he has been uncon- 
scious and almost every day of 
that time his wife has been at his 
bedside. 

Mrs. Stowe has prepared the 
powdered milk and vitamin for- 
mula that is his only food, feeds 
him, turns him over in the bed, 
and tends to his other needs. He 
wakes and sleeps, closing and 
opening his eyes, but he is totally 
unaware of anything going on 
about him. His wife feeds him at 
two hour intervals through a nose 
tube and turns him to a different 
position at the same time. The 
evidence of her love and devotion 
to her husband has been tremen- 
dous, 


This sin-cursed world is filled 
with folk who, like Mr. Stowe, 
are completely oblivious to the 
love and devotion showered upon 
them by the gracious God to 
whom they are dependent for 
their very life, breath and being. 
The greatest evidence of His love 
was at Calvary (I John 3:16), but 
they go on their wicked way, Sev- 
en days a week, apparently with- 
out any regard whatsoever for the 
greatness of this sacrifice and the 
depth of His love.

by the denomination and the pas- 
tor, examine the causes recom- 
mended and decide what causes 
it should raise money for. In my 
own judgment, such a plan would 
rive more emphasis to actual soul- 
winning mission work than to 
schools, hospitals, and the mainte- 
nance of the denominational ma- 
chine or organization. And it 
would include only causes that are 
clearly true to Christ and the Gos- 
pel without supporting any mod- 
ernism, If I were pastor of a 
Southern Baptist church, I would 
not raise money for any seminary 
that had Nels Ferre, Emil Brun- 
ner, Robert J. McCracken of 
Riverside Church, New York, as 
speakers, and required the reading 
of Nels Ferre’s books, and uses a 
textbook Goodspeed’s Introduction 
to the New Testament, 

We would not support any Bap- 
tist college whieh legalizes danc- 
ing or Which has teachers who cast 
reflection on the integrity of the 
Bible, But if I were pastor of a 
local church, I Would lead my 


people in deciding clearly what 


kind of a program would: glorify 
Christ and be true to Him. Some 
Southerfi Baptist causes I could 
conscientiously support. Some of 
them-I could not and would not. 


What is it to know the Lord 
Jesus personally? 

ANSWER: Well, you got ac- 
quainted with Christ when you 
trusted Him as Saviour and com- 
mitted your soul to Him. But to 
know Him intimately means long 
fellowship and_ particularly it 
means careful study and medita- 
tion in the Word of God day by 
day. 

We see from Philippians 3:10 
that Paul sought this, “That I 
may know him, and the power of 
his resurrection, and the fellow- 
ship of his sufferings, being made 
conformable unto his death.” So 
to know Him intimately takes a 
long fellowship and learning about 
Him through the Word of God. 
Even young people who love each 
other enough to marry still find 
they get much better acquainted 
after marriage. And so you get 
betfer acquainted with Jesus day 
by day. 

But to know Him in the sense 
that I meant in that article is to 
personally trust Him as your Sav- 
iour, depending on Him to forgive 
you and giving your whole heart 
to Him, That, I trust, you have 
done, 


If Eve had not taken of the 
fruit, would we have sin in the 
world today? 

ANSWER: It is true that sin 
came into the world through. Eve 
and Adam. However, if Eve had 
not sinned in that particular mat- 
ter, it seems likely that the free- 
dom of the will which God. gave 
man and the temptation to evil 
which the Devil puts about people 
would. have led to sin in some 
other way. God wants only volun- 
tary service. It would not give 
God any pleasure to have human 
beings to be like a phonograph 
record, saying, “I love the Lord,” 
“T love the Lord.’ There could be 
no mind, heart, conscience, and 
will that go to make up a human 
being if one were not free so he 
could sin, 

We must remember that one is 
lost only because of his own sin. 
First Corinthians 15:22 teaches 
that Adam's sin is already paid for. 


Can a Christian be demon- 
possessed? 


ANSWER: The Bible does not 
tell of any case where a Christian 
was demon-possessed. I think that 
evil spirits may mislead a Chris- 
tian and influence a Christian so 
that we need to “try the spirits” 
(I John 4:1). But since there are 
no Bible cases of demon possession 
as far as I know, and no warn- 
ings that a Christian may become 
demon-possessed, I do not believe 
we should use that term. The 
Holy Spirit always dwells in the 
body of a Christian, and of course 
at the rapture He will see to the 
miraculous change and the tak- 
ing up of every Christian’s body.

ceptance was demanded, 
namely, (1) The inerrance of 
the Scriptures, (2) the deity 
of Christ, (38) The virgin 
birth of Christ, (4) the sub- 
stitutionary atonement. of 
Christ, (5) His resurrection 
and future bodily return.’’— 
What is Right About Funda- 
mentalism, by John F. Wal- 
voord, , 
Later other doctrines were add- 
ed to those given above; such 
doctrines as the necessity of the 
new birth, the reality of Heaven 
and Hell after death, the per- 
sonality and ministry of the Holy 
Spirit, and so forth, although 
these several doctrines could have 
all been established by the accept- 
ance of the original five. 


The Essential Doctrines of 
Fundamentalism 


In- support of these points, 
Scriptures were placed which 
could not be explained away; ac- 
ceptance or rejection of them was 
necessary. We have space to give 
only a few Scriptures here to 
illustrate what we mean, 

(1) The inerrancy of the Scrip- 
tures: ‘‘Moreover he said unto me, 
Son of man, all my words that I 
shall speak unto thee receive in 
thine heart, and hear with thine 
ears.

Scores of passages make the same 
declarations. 

(2) The deity of Christ: “In the 
beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the 
Word was God’; “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God”; 
“Without controversy great is the 
mystery of godliness’; “God was 
manifest in the flesh.” The whole 
range of Scripture identifies Christ 
as God. 

(3) The virgin birth of Christ. 
“Now the birth of Jesus Christ 
was on this wise:: When as his 
mother-Mary was espoused to Jo- 
seph; before they came together, 
she was found with child of the 
Holy Ghost.’ “And the angel an- 
swered and said unto her, The 
Holy Ghost shall come upon thee, 
and the power of the Highest 
shall overshadow thee: therefore 
also that holy thing which shall 
be born of thee shall be called 
the Son of God.” 

(4) The substitutionary atone- 
ment of Christ: “Christ died for 
the ungodly”; ‘‘Therefore as by 
the offence of one judgment came 
upon all men to condemnation; 
even so by the righteousness of 
one the free gift came upon all 
men unto justification of life.” 
“The blood of Christ cleanseth 
from all sin.” 

(5) His resurrection and bodily 
return: “Whom God hath raised 
up, having loosed the pains of 
death: because it was not possible 
that he should be holden by it.”

There are deep and abiding 
realities that lend their voices in 
support of a positive message by 
God through His loyal people, The 
challenge of a materialistic, sci- 
entific age defies God more 
threateningly than did the people 
of Babylon, the colossal daring of 
the educational system which, 
though born out of the church 
and Christian frugality, now lit- 
erally: mocks the God of. revela- 
tion, exalts the ego in every 
sphere of life, strives to build ‘an 
ungodly civilization and extends 
it to the undeveloped countries, 
and disregards even death itself; 
All these, God will not forget. He 
will not defeat them with men 
who are not committed to His 
truth and authority. He will use 
men who will stand, not on ‘their 
scholarship, but on their loyalty 
to Christ and all that the Gospel 
stands for. 


If men who are outstanding, 
even in the eyes of orthodoxy, 
leave the fundamentalist camp, 
we need not take it as a loss but 
ag a purging which  portends 
greater things ahead. Those men 
who are purged or purge them- 
selves do not rise to higher pur- 
poses, but those who stand true

Any Honest Fundamentalist 
Cannot Make Peace With 
Enemies of This Essential 

Christian Faith 
These are the fundamentals of | 
the Word of God, and the move- 
ment is committed to belief in 
them and to oppose that which 
denies them. 


Now there are some things that 
need to be cleared up. There are 
those who say they hold to funda- 
mentalism in their belief, but 
wanting to exercise love, they re- 
fuse to oppose its enemies, To the 
extent that they fail to speak .ac- 
cording to the Word of the Lord, 
they give aid’ and eomfort to. the 
enemy, In other words, they are 
now no longer in a positive posi- 
tion. The Scriptures are unmis- 
takably clear on this matter. 
God’s people had to speak for 
something and against something. 
All Scripture bears this out. 


This position is constantly at- 
tacked by liberalism, Fundamen- 
talists are called reactionaries, 
bigoted, dogmatic—anything and 
everything that sounds bad. That 
is not all: the fundamentals of 
the Bible are equally ridiculed. 

There is nothing reactionary 
about Bible fundamentalism. 
God’s Word is progressive, and 
its processes are right up to the 
minute in its interpretation of 
the times. As a matter of fact, the 
Bible has always been. centuries 
ahead of the times through the 
voices of its prophets, Only the 
Bible holds the answers for the 
world of tomorrow. Today science 
is prostrate with fear of what the 
world will be like tomorrow, be- 
cause it has nothing sure to hold 
on to, but God gives us words of 
assurance that will not mislead 
us. God knows the future. The 
Bible is up to date. 


To the fundamentalists the Bi- 


ble is the essence of unity, truth, 
authority, and revelation as it is 
given from the mind of God, and 
that it is the only such written 
contractual document in exist- 
ence, 


The Bible Truthfulness and 
Authority the Central Issue 


The emphasis we need to make 
here is upon its truthfulness and 
authority which relates to those 
basic doctrines which, have been 
indicated. The Bible puts its own 
emphasis upon them. A denial of 
the truthfulness of the Bible and 
a rejection of its authority as the 
Word of God, which it declares 
itself to be, is to reject the whole 
position of fundamentalism, That 
men, religious men, do this, is in- 
dicated in the Scriptures them- 
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selves, and certainly witnessed in 
the world today. 


“God Has Not By-Passed Fun- 
damentalism.”. What would God do 
to by-pass fundamentalism? He 
would, first of all, reject His own 
revelation; and second, He would 
desert those men who had dedi- 
cated themselves to the proclama- 
tion of the truth of the Word, Did 
God do that?

What a fascination there is 
about alcoholic drink! The sense 
of luxury of expensive, bubbling 


champagne! The hilarity of the !0uSness and the man is dead 


cocktail party! The pleasant 
warmth of the toddy, the stimu- 
lation of brandy, the convivial 
sociability of beer! 

Fortified by liquor, the timid | 
man becomes bold. The wallflow- | 
er becomes, she thinks, the wit-| 
tiest conversationalist! After a. | 
few drinks, every joke is funny, | 
every remark is brilliant.’ The. 
casual stranger becomes a bosom 
friend. Sorrows are forgotten for | 
the moment. Conscience troubles 
no more, Marriage ties, holy vows, 
honest responsibilities all lose 
their hold under the influence of 
drink. So one seems to be more 
carefree. People seem friendlier, 
life seems gayer. Satan offers 
many attractions in alcoholic 
drink, | 

But wait! How will it end? | 
Without a little thought, no sensi- | 
ble man or woman should embark 
on a course of action that may 
have disastrous résults. See what 
the Word of God, which never | 
fails, says about alcoholic drink: 

“Look not thou upon the wine | 


when it is red, when it giveth his | 
colour in the cup, when it moveth 
itself aright. At the last it biteth 
like a serpent, and stigeth like 
an adder.’—Prov. 23:31, 32. 


True enough, the red wine is 
beautiful in the _ tall-stemmed 
glass. True enough, there is a) 
thrill, a ‘‘kick” in the first stages 
of intoxication. But wait! The 
wine is the color of blood, and | 
that ought to warn you that it 
ends in death. “At the last it 
biteth like a serpent, and stingeth 
like an adder,’ says the Word 
of God! 

Alcohol is a poison. The human 
body naturally rebels against it. 
The stomach, not accustomed to. 
drink, vomits out the poison | 
which has no normal place nor | 
use in the human body. Just as 
the body has a natural tendency | 
to vomit out poison food, so it has 
a natural tendency to reject al- 
coholic drinks. Many a man does 
not have as much sense in his 
head as he has in his stomach! | 
The alcohol is soon absorbed into 
the blood and is slowly oxidized, | 
the odor coming out through the 
breath. Alcohol first stupefies the 
higher brain centers. The brain = 
relaxes control in the area of 
moral inhibitions. What would 
sound profane a few minutes ago 
now sounds funny. The suggestion , 


that was indecent some time ago— 
now seems, to the brain which is 


beginning to be stupefied by a 
very small amount of alcohol, to 


be very reasonable. The man who |

A certain per- 
centage of alcohol in ‘the blood 
stupefies the nerve centers that 
control breathing; the drunk 
stops breathing and dies. 


But many a man or woman 
drinks only moderately for years. 
Many drink who have never been 
drunk. Are such people to deny 
themselves what pleasure they 
get out of drinking, when they 
do not lose control of themselves 
as some others do and become 
drunkards? The answer is not as 
simple as that. If it takes eight 
glasses of beer to make a man 
drunk (and it takes less than 
that for some people), then the 
man who has one glass is one- 
eighth drunk. The man who has

In Fort Worth, Texas, a man 
called me to come to see him in 
his hotel room. “I am about to 
go to Hell!” he said, It was eleven 
o'clock at night, but I went. I 
found him half dressed, with a 
pint of liquor beside him, and a 
gun under his pillow. Lust had 
brought the ruin of everything 
dear. He had wasted the inherit- 
ance left him by his father, wast- 
ed it with evil women. He had 
broken the heart of the beautiful 
girl who married him, and she 
had now left him. He had lost his 
job over drink and wicked wom- 
en. Now his body was possessed 
by a horrible disease so that the 
family physician refused him the 
privilege of a good-bye kiss for 
his own six-year-old boy whom he 
would see no more! So he made 
one last date with a harlot to 
meet him at midnight, planned to 
drink the booze, then blow his 
brains out! 

Does any sensible man want to 
come to an end like that? What 
a fool a man is to trifle with 
sin before stopping and checking 
up on how it will end! Sex sin 
in broken hearts, ruined 
homes, defiled bodies, a curse on 
children yet unborn, in premature 
death and then in Hell! 

Years ago my wife and I went 
to a hospital to visit a girl only 
fifteen years old. She came from 
a good family. In the hospital we 
talked with this girl, who had an 
attractive face and form and 
beautiful red hair. She was bitter, 
disillusioned, hopeless. As we 
waited in the hospital room, the 
nurse brought the fifteen-year-old 
her little illegitimate baby to 
nurse. At once she put a towel 
over her face. She had never seen 
her baby, had sworn she would 
never see it, would never look up- 


on it. She hated the baby because 


snare and lead people to Hell. The 
love of money is the root of all 
evil. Instead of the root, the 
Scripture would be better trans- 
lated, ‘‘For the love of money is a 
root of all evil.”’ And those who 
are covetous err from the faith, 
find themselves backslidden from 
God, and pierce’ themselves 
through with many sorrows. So 
says the Word of God! 


Every kind of sin in the world 
may be committed by one who is 
covetous. For love of money, a 
man will steal. For love of money, 
a man will sell liquor that damns 
people, body and soul, For love 
of money, a girl will sell her body 
and virtue. For love of money, 
Lot moved down into Sodom, 
leading to his own moral break- 
down, and leading to the eternal 
damnation of his children. Cov- 
etousness is a terrible sin. Reader, 
you had better see where covet- 
ousness ends before you let this 
horrible sin enslave your soul,. be- 
fore you begin to make money- 
making first in your life. 

Jeremiah 17:11 says, ‘“‘As the 
partridge sitteth on eggs, and 
hatcheth them not; so he that 
getteth riches, and not by right, 
shall leave them in the midst of 
his days, and at his end shall be 
a fool.” 

The man who gets riches, and 
not by right, will die and leave 
them, “and at his end shall be 
a fool.” 

“Easy come, easy go,” is a prov- 
erb about making money. “A 
fool and his money are soon part- 
ed,” says another. The man who 
makes money wrongfully cannot 
keep it. It proves a curse while 
he has it. And after all, he dies 
and leaves ‘it. “And at his end 
shall be a fool.” 

Covetousness is wrong, even if 
one makes money honestly. The 
gambler, the confidence man, the 
cheat, may get money wrongfully 
and lose it quicker. But even the 
man who earns money honestly, 
if he saves it, multiplies it, de- 
pends upon it, if he loves it, finds 
that he becomes the slave of 
money, Money-making itself is a 


very poor aim in life. “But they 
that will be rich fall into tempta- 
tion and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and 
perdition,’ says I Timothy 6:9. 
Some who coveted after money 
“have erred from the faith, and 
pierced themselves through with 
many sorrows,” says the next 
verse. Before anybody sets out to 
make much money, or to put 
money-making as a ranking mo- 
tive in life, he should very care- 
fully consider the terrible disap- 


pointments, the enslavement and. 


the price one must pay for mak- 
ing money first in his life. 

I saw a great mansion standing 
on a half city block, in one of the 


principal cities of America. It was 


built of the most expensive brick. 
The floors were the finest hard- 
wood. The doors were solid ma-

and expensive bath for every bed- 
room. Even the servants’ quarters 
were a seven roomed mansion. 
The building, I understand, cost 
some $250,000. The lot itself was 
worth many thousands of dollars. 
Yet I was surprised to find that 
the man who dreamed it, built it, 
and lived in it, sold it for $30,000. 
His wife died. His daughter mar- 
ried a drunken profligate, Then 
the poor man with a broken heart 
wanted to get out of the place 
that reminded him of the happi- 
ness which had fled away. The 
man who puts money first in his 
life, “fat his end shall be a fool,” 
says the Word of God. 


In Luke 12:16-34, Jesus tells 
the story of a man who was a fine 
farmer, thrifty, intelligent, pro- 
gressive. His crops turned out so 
well that he had to tear down his 
old barns and build greater. He 
stored up enough goods to last 
him many years, and said, ‘Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for 
many years; take thine ease, eat, 
drink, and: be merry.”’ But Jesus 
said that God said to him, “Thou 
fool, this night thy soul shall be 
required of thee: then whose shall 
those things be, which. thou hast 
provided?” Jesus added, ‘So is 
he that layeth up treasure for 


himself, and is not rich toward} 


God,” : 


Before you set your heart on 
money, remember that it cannot 
buy happiness, it cannot buy 
health, it cannot buy love, it can- 
not buy Heaven. How poor is the 
man who has money but does not 
have peace! How. poor is the man 
who is rich in this world’s. goods, 
then goes to Hell! Before anybody 
sets out to enjoy prosperity and 
sets his heart upon things of this 
world, let him remember that at 
his end he is likely to be a fool 
in God’s sight.

IV. The End of Worldly 
Pleasure 


“But she that. liveth in. pleas-: 


ure is dead while she liveth,” 
says I Timothy 5:6. Those who 
live for pleasure will find that 
life is not worth living. Proverbs 
14:13 says, “Even in laughter the 
heart is sorrowful; and the end 
of that mirth is heaviness.” Any 
good time the Devil gives ends 
in sorrow. Any fair promise the 
Devil makes is a lie. And Satan 
never was more deceitful than 
when he promised pleasure in sin. 
At the very time a sinner is try- 
ing to enjoy life the most, his 
heart is sorrowful, ‘and the end 
of that mirth is heaviness.” 

The prodigal son who gathered 
all together and went into a far 
country and wasted his substance 
with: riotous living thought he 
would have a wonderful time. He 
had everything, he thought, to 
make him enjoy life. He had mon- 
ey. He had no restrictions on his 
conduct. He could drink if he 
wanted to. There was no father 
at hand to rebuke him. He could 
waste his living with harlots if he 
wanted to. The elder brother was 
not there to criticize. It appeared 
that he had lots of friends. But 
the road of pleasure, the prim- 
rose path, the way of wine, wom- 
en, and song, led to a hogpen and 
poverty and a disillusioned heart. 

You do not always come, phys- 
ically, to the hogpen before you 
know that the pleasure of the 
world, the pleasure of sin, does 
not end happily. It is a surprising 
fact that nearly all the suicides 
are people who have drunk from 


| the cup of pleasure down to the 


very dregs. People who drink, who 
danee, who enjoy worldly pleas- 
ures, soon find that there is no 
real peace of heart in it all, The 
end of that mirth is heaviness. 


I drove into a filling station in 
Dallas, Texas, and said to a man, 
“How are you today?” 


He answered, “If you honestly 
want to know, I feel like a nut 
and a fool. If there ever was a 
man who has made a fool out of 
himself, I am that. man.” 


When I inquired what his trou- 
ble was, he said, ‘Last night I got 
my pay for the week. I went out 
and got drunk. When I woke up 
this morning, I did not have a 
penny left. I have no money for 


my meals. I cannot pay my room 


rent to my landlady. My head is 
nearly bursting with pain. My 
conscience torments me. I wasted 
a week’s wages, I lost the respect 
of good people and my own self- 
respect, now I have a splitting 
headache and a guilty conscience, 
I am the prize fool of the whole 
town!” 

His “good time” didn’t end up 
happily. “The end of that mirth 
is heaviness.”’ 

When I was pastor at Sham- 
rock, Texas, a young woman was 
brought to see me who had 
threatened suicide. When I talked 
to her, she said, “Brother Rice, 
life is not fit to live! I wish I 
were dead! I still have half a 
mind to kill myself, There is not 
anything that ¢an really make 
one happy. My father gave me a 
good education. I have had the 
pleasure of travel. I have had 
good musical training. I belong: to 
the Country Club crowd. I have 
danced, I have drunk cocktails, I 
have done everything else that a 
decent, nice girl would do. But I 
am miserable. There is nothing in 
the world that can make you hap- 
py. I have tried everything— 
clothes, social life, travel, music— 
and life is not fit to live, I wish 
I were dead!” 

“I know how you can be hap- 
py,’ I said. “I know where you 
can find peace and joy and satis- 
faction.” 

“If you know, I wish you would 
tell me,” she said. “I have never 
found anything that ended hap- 
pily, You may. think you are hav- 
ing a-good time for a little bit, 
but at last you have only an ach- 
ing heart and no peace, If you 
know a way to be happy, I wish 
you would show me,” she said. 

“Let us kneel right here in this 
living room and you tell the Lord 
what you have told me. Tell the 
dear Lord. Jesus that the sinful 
pleasure has not brought you any 


happiness, that it always deceives 


and. leaves you embittered: and 
empty. Tell Him that all Satan’s 
promises are clouds without rain, 
are cisterns that can hold no wa- 
ter; that all his promises are lying 
deceits that cannot satisfy the 
heart. And ask Jesus Christ’ to 
come in and forgive and save you 
and make you happy. Put your 
trust.in Him and He will do it.” 

We knelt together. She sobbed 
while I prayed, Then in her own 
quiet way she put her trust in 
Jesus, and, subdued but quietly 
peaceful, she took my hand and 
claimed Him. She went away with 
peace and joy that the world can- 
not give. 

Oh, do not think that I am 
against a good time. Do not think 
that I am trying to take away the 
happiness of young people, I want 
you to be happy. But I want you 
to have the kind of happiness_that 
will still be good tomorrow! I 
want you to have a good time, 
but fifty years from now I want 
you to still be having a good time, 
I want the kind of happiness that 
lasts on a million years from now, 
into eternity, 

Anybody in the world is silly 
who will start out to have a good 
time without seeing how it will 
end. If your good time ends in a 
drunk, with a besmirched name, a 
soiled character, and an aching 
heart, then it is not much of a 
good time. If your good time ends 
with a hardened heart and a cal- 
loused, embittered attitude to- 
ward life, it is not a good time. 
If your good time ends, like that 
of the prodigal son, in a hogpen 
in famine time, then surely you do 
not want it. 

Dr. Bob Jones, in a chapel talk 
at Bob Jones University, said, 
“Happiness is not something that 
you find by seeking for it. Happi- 
ness is something that you stum- 
ble over on the road of duty.” Oh, 
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the way to happiness is to come 
1o Jesus and yield your heart to 
Him. Trust Him to forgive your 
sins. Trust Him to make you hap- 
py. Trust Him to help you live 
right. And, thank God, you will 
{ind the joys that this world can- 
not give. You can find the peace 
that passeth understanding. And

You cannot make 
yourself good. You cannot make 
yourself clean. As the leopard 
cannot change his spots, as the 
Ethiopian (or Negro) cannot 
change his skin, neither can you 
make yourself good. Only a mir- 
acle of God can do that, a miracle 
of regeneration that fixes the 
heart itself. So, then, human ways 
of morality lead but to death and 
Hell, And any kind of religion 
that does not involve a new heart, 
a new birth, a personal accept- 
ance of Jesus Christ as the Sav- 
iour, cannot lead to Heaven, Oh, 
then, beware of the road you tra- 
vel!
